But If the baby's papa has a 
financial position that admits of her grow- 
ing up, and is a Bombay Hindoo—that is, 
with no prejudice against Europeans—you 
may perhaps be bidden to oncgf those high 
functions that corne for LtT'at an age 
when our children are playing with dolls 
In thut cose, allowing for variations in in- 
dividual taste, you will find the affair 
Borne: hlng In this wise:

The 
drawing room into which you are ushered 
is in tawdry imitation of a French hotel. 
There are gay rugs everywhere and the 
furniture, which is exceedingly ornate, is 
covered with bright crimson satin. By tins 
kindly provision of chairs, however, oue ia 
enabled to sit "a In Anglais." 


On entering, the head of the house comes 


forward to greet you with a profound sa- 
laam, then all the stand ing or squatting 
Hindoos follow his example, and it is your 
duty to salaam indefatigably in return, 
but always with your right hand, else the 
company will think your manners exceed- 
ingly fanny and, what is more, prove it by 
laughing. The bride and bridegroom move 
about informally, speaking to acquaint- 
ances 
The groom shares with his western 


brother the paradoxical fate of being neces- 
sary, but unimportant. Ho is noticeable 
only for a high turban studded with a 
pricelow number of uncut gems that make 
It look neither comfortable nor brilliant. 
The bi Ide, on the contrary, is rather charm- 
ing. 
Her costume consist* merely of a 


tight fitting yellow India silk bodice, with 
yards of ftb««»uie material awAthed looeelr 
about her supple body and one eud thrown 
over the hai". She is further ornamented 
by earrings, finger rings, a nose ring and 
bangli i that reach to the shoulder; on her 
prettj ankles are the heavy anklet chains 
that clink when she steps. Altogether she 
would be a lovely and picturesque little 
object if she were only playing in tableaux 
instead of pitiful real life. 


But all interest in her is immediately 


•miffed out on the arrival of the nautch 
girls. Thay are two or more hired dancers, 
whose, performance appears to be the most 
welcome and wonderful feature of the en- 
tire occasion. In dress they are not unlike 
our own ballet girl, wearing from fifteen 
to twenty gauze skirts. The longest of 
these reaches to the feet, and the others 
are graduated to within half a yard of the 
waist. Their so called dancn is strange 
and wulrd, and after the first fifteen min- 
ute* remarkably uninteresting. It is made 
up of n series of impossible poses, in parts 
so slow as to remind one of the lost twitches 
of a mechanical toy when it is nearly run 
down 
As an Indian ballad has it: 


They rostnre, bob, whirligig, wriggle like eels. 
And all the time shuffle about on their heels, 
Keeping time to the pipers and tomtommers' 
With the clink of their anklets of resonant 


chains. 


When this has gone on until you are ex- 


hausted and the rest of the audience is 
reduced to a state of entranced breathless- 
ness the really sacred part of the rites be- 
gins. 


An adjournment is made to an outer 


room with an earthen floor, in the center 
of wh ich a bright flre is burning. Aronnd 
tlil», in the presence of many witnesses, the 
young couple promenade solemnly seven 
time*, carefully clasping each other's right 
hand. By one of the oldest customs ever 
kept up they must go always toward the 
right, because it is a festive occasion. 
Should a mistake be made and a turn to 
the left be taken the direst misfortune and 
sorrow would be the result anticipated. In 
the meantime a priest, the dirt of whose 
once v hite garments is supposed to add to 
his holiness, goes about majestically, mut- 
tering a lot of mystical words.

aad the coolies enter bearing a bowl of 
richly buttered rice. The groom then, as 
» sacred duty, feeds his wife, holding the 
oily mixture ont to her in his palm; after- 
ward he partakes himself, and does the 
proper thing in wiping his greasy mouth 
on tfa (» ftilkan £rown of his mother-in-law— 
which last goes to prove that human na- 
ture and the position of that unfortunate 
lady are pretty much the same the world 
over. 
Later, when the feasting begins, a sep- 


arate table covered with English delicacies 
is set for the Christians present. Although 
your invitation means staying until 3 in 
the morning, after snpper the ordinary in- 
dividual is glad to say good night in his 
best Hindoostanee and make his way home- 
ward in a cab, or, better still, one of our 
own American horse cars.—Boston Tran- 
script.

Out of 11,900,000,000 of gold produced in 


the United States up to the end of 1891. it 
is held th it only aboutl689,000,000 remains 
in the cot utry in the form of coin and bill- I 
lion, whila the enormous sum of $1,1311,- 
000,000 bud entirely disappeared. Whcie I 
can it be? Without doubt a great deal of 
it was sent to Europe. We have the gov- 
ernment official returns. They show ex- 
ports from 1843 to the end of 1891, in excess 
of imports, of $470,000,000. This amount 
deducted from the remainder of $1,211,000,- 
000 would leave a balance of 1711,000,000. 


Here, tlien, is tbe enormous amount of 


$741,000,000 iu gold which cannot be ac- i 
counted fur. How much of it is hid away 
in odd corners, in the old stockings of | 
frugal housewives, in the hoards of misers? 
The people must have a large amount of i 
gold coin so secreted. Handfuls of gold 
pieces trc asured in broken teapots and j 
other sucli receptacles, and even iron pots 
full, are sometimes dug up where they 
were buried and forgotten.

It would not be surprising if more than , 


a hundred million of dollars were so hid- | 
den away by the people. Then there is a 
large am >unt in plate and ornaments, 
watches, jewelry and other forms In which 
gold is consumed. But how much is sunk 
in the se i, in rivers, in the lakes, by the 
wreck and burning of vessels? Nobody 
can auswi r. The most of this is lost for- 
ever. Th >re are $741,000,000 of American 
gold taken out since the discovery of Cali- 
fornia to lie accounted for. Where is it?—

William B. Ogden held the same view 


and used it times to make himself very in- 
teresting in expatiating upon it. 
With 


him, as well as with Colonel Foster, it was 
no more than a theory, but he adhered to 
it firmly. 


Mr. Cregier, who is scientific before he is 


a politician, is wont to talk approvingly of 
the theorj la a manner to convince any 
man.

the big apothecaries now advertise to sup- 
ply sdlia water and sirups in small com- 
pass for home consumption. The sirups 
ere of the best quality, prepared from f raits 
and put up in bottles, guaranteed to Keep. 
With these the soda water is sold, [ike- 
wiae in bottles, and it is directed that both 
eoda water and sirup shall be kept in the 
ice box. 
' 


To make soda water at home "equal to 


that drawn from the fountains," the fol- 


I lowing directions are given: 


I 
"Set out the required number of glasses, 


and in each pour about three tablespoon- 
f uls of sirup, adding an equal amount of 


j cream, if desired. Then open one or more 
i kuuuico wr piaui OIMIM, T» iut*a Una uccm *w>^v. 
for several hours previously on ice, and 
half fill each glass with it, stirring thor- 
oughly with a spoon. 
Finally fill the 


glasses with the soda water, stirring it for 
a moment and drink." 


Among the sirups sold thus bottled are 


I lemon, vanilla, strawberry, raspberry, pine- 
| apple, apricot, orgeat, French current, nee- 


I tar, sarsaparilla, malta, red orange, maple 
ginger, Concord grape, peach, blackberry, 
quince, coffee and chocolate. The price is 
$1 a bottle or $10 a dozen. Milk punch and 
eggnog are put up in the same shape for 
$1.50 a bottle or $18 a dozen. The bottled 
soda water costs $1.35 a dozen pints.— 
Washington Star. 


The London Sewer Hunter. 


Mile after mile does the sewer hunter 


traverse under ground until a tolerably 
heavy bag is a result of his labor. Night 
or day is all one to the husher. Borne 
gangs enter the sewers at night and work 
on until morning, while others carry out 
the search only during tbe daytime.

Comparatively 
few people who jump off moving cars look 
where they are going. While performing 
this foolhardy feat one night myself I 
stepped on a valise, which rolled over and 
pitched me under the coach. At another 
time I was struck by a baggage truck and 
tumbled into danger."—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

Duck and 
prairie chickens are found in the greatest 
numbers on the outer edge of civilization, 
where they can feed in comparative secur- 
ity in the wheat fields. 


The Coteaus are a range of hills, or rather 


a region of hills, occupying a strip of coun- 
try as large as the state of Massachusetts, 
on the east side of the Mis' .fS^i river. The 
settlement there is scant. Wing to the 
hilly nature ^Lthe^territor^ .Tbens^aredftj 


^pMcnes ur timber. It is a safe feeding 


ground for deer and the most desirable 
kind of t resting place for duck and geese. 
The big wheat fields of Dickey, La Moure, 
Kidder and Wells counties extend to the 
foot of the Coteaus and afford convenient 
food for the myriads of prairie chickens 
which fatten there. 


When the Coteaus are first entered a 


scene o[ desolation forces itself upon the 
vision, but this is soon relieved by a mag- 
nificent perspective of water and landscape 
The mountains are singularly abrupt. Val- 
leys which at the season are luxuriant 


I with vegetation and fragrant with bloom- 
ing flowers wind among the hills. Lovely 
fresh water, with surface smooth as glass, 
shimmers in the sunlight. MyrMs of birds 
awaken the echoes with melodious war- 
bling. Small game of various kinds is al- 
most constantly in sight. 
The hunter can 


travel for miles without detecting the first 
sign of civilization. 
The name Coteau, or 


Coteaux, means the hills of the Dakotas, 
or of the Sioux (Cutthroat) Indians. 


Deer, antelope, coyotes, badgers and 


foxes disport by the waters of those moun- 
tain lakes and offer excellent sport to rum- 
rods who seek for it in that direction, i

1 Missouri or the James. This is the prairie 
chicken season and hunting parties are 
thick along the foot of the hills. There is 


• simply no limit to the game and the fun. 


After a month of duck and chicken shoot- 
ing the sportsmen begin deer stalking in 
the Coteaus. 
There are no swamps or 


marshes to make travel wearisome and 
slow. There is no timber to beguile and 
retard the hunter. A person gets over the 
hills and hard piairie at a rapid pace, and 
the opportunity to come upon the deer 
feeding in the big meadows is excellent. 


In the Missouri bottoms north of Bis- 


marck there is big game, and the hunting 
there is carried on successfully in the win- 
ter months. There is less chance of getting 
lost along the Missouri than in the Coteaus 
and Bad Lands. The river country is tim- 
bered, and on that account is made the 
winter quarters of large game. While the 
stalking is comparatively safe, it is hard 
work in that region, and is not followed to 
any great extent by visiting sportsmen 
after the stormy season comes on. Farm- 
ers living along che Missouri get a good 
many deer every winter, but hunters can 
da .better nlonjX in October rind. Nnv«*mlwr. 
Rattlesnakes are thick in the river bot- 
toms during the warm weather, but after 
the sharp frosts of October have set in they 
are seldom seen and do little harm. A 
great advantage to sportsmen anywhere 
east of the Missouri is that there are no 
rattlesnakes. Farmers and old frontiers- 
men do well in the Missouri country dur- 
ing the winter, sometimes making big 
money out of deer, but tenderfeet will be 
more comfortable out of there after the 1st 
of December. 


One of the most interesting places on 


earth, aa well as a fine hunting ground for 
large game, is the Bad Lands. For wild 
and weird scenery, for curious formations 
and for opportunities to get lost the Bad 
| Lands beat the world. Jt is incomparable 
i BO far as the northern frontier is concerned 
' for a wild outdoor life. There are some 
buffalo, but more bear. Dear are common. 
There are some mountain sheep, an occa- 
sional wildcat, any cumber of wolves and 
a variety of feathered game. There are 
the wildest kinds oi canyons to traverse 
and the steepest kind of hills to climb No 
man can pass a week in the Bad Lands 
without having adventures to relate. 
Hunting in that region Is rough and -wild 
ttnoUK>*4o«c»fctHty CUe mOSt rolnttlitlc turn. 
Of mind. If a felTow wants to test his 
nerve he can tackle a cinnamon bear or a 
panther. It is a fact that the Marquis de 
Mores killed a cinnamon there single hand- 
ed and alone, after lying out all night to 
find the brute. The marquis used only a 
hunting knife, but a gun that will throw 


I an ounce bullet three-quarters of a mile is 
much safer. As a nerve tester, however, 
De Mores took the proper course. 


A hunting party going to the Bad Lands 


aeeds to leave the railroad at Medora or 
G-lendive, and drive or tramp twenty or 
thirty miles. Then they will get clear of 
the cattle ranches and find good sport. De- 
cember hunting tours for deer are becom- 
ing popular. A little snow is an advan- 
tage, and it is seldom as deep in that sec- 
tion as it is east of the Missouri, or any- 
where in the Missouri bottoms. 


Wisconsin and Minnesota hunters who 


are accustomed to spending a week or twe 
with an expensive outfit in shooting half a 
dozen, or a dozen mallards may think they 
are having fun, but they do not know what 
iport is. Duck are slaughtered by the 
hundred in this country.—Colorado Sun. 


Needles Are Very Ancient. 


The needle is one of tho most ancient 


implements or Instruments of which we 
have any record. The old time needles 
rngtiaaftede orwter; dfiHBs; tftJuei etc:, 
and without eyes, a circular depression at 
the blunt end having been so fashioned as 
to enable it to carry the thread. Pliny de- 
scribes the needles of bronze winch were 


, used by the ancient Greeks and Romans, 


and since his daysimilar instruments Lave 
been found ID comparative abundance both 
•at Herculaneum and Pompeii. The first 
account of the manufacture of "white 
iron," or steel needles, says that they were 
made at Nuremberg, in 1460, and, while 
the exact date is in doubt, they are said to 
have been made in Britain as early as 1513. 
The account fuither addb that the iirbt 
needles manufactured in England were 
made by a Spanish negro, who died with- 
out having taught any one his art. 


During the reign of Elizabeth the indus- 


try was revived, and, strange lo bay, also 
by a foreigner—a native o£ India. The 
forerunner of the pteseut great Uodditcli 
needle manufactory was established by 
Christopher Greening and a Mr. Damer in 
1650. 
Many unsuccessful attempts were 


made to bring out the "drilled eye" needle 
before it was finally introduced in 1820 
Two years later the "burnishing rnaLhme," 
with which the eyes of needles are highly 
polished, was completed. 
In this raa- 
chfne. which is verv nimnln. *H*» noo<ll»c. 
are all strung on a wire, which revolves 
rapidly, thereby imparting a beautiful 
finish to the eye.—St. Louis Republic.

Animal Color. 


In experiments on the influence of food 


and surroundings on the color of animals, 
Mr, E. B. Poulton reared caterpillars of 
the pepper moth under different condi- 
tions. Those confined among green leaves 
and twigs became green, those having 
black or brown twigs mingled ,vith their 
food were brown or black, and others were 
turned light colored by white paper. With 
artificial colors red and blue tended to 
produce a dark coloration, though very 
strangely, painted twigs had not the same 
effect as those with l;he same natural tints. 
It was shewn that the sensory stimulus 
producing the change did not act through 
the eye, but through the skin, and con- 
sisted of the formation of a definite pig- 
ment, beini; therefore slower than in the 
chameleon and frog, and capable of modi- 
fying the color of a caterpillar only once 
or twice in its lifetime.—Ohio State Jour- 
nal.

An Improvement In Iron FurnaccB. 
An improvement in tho construction of 


annealing furnaces has been intioduced by 
some of tho London metallurgists, and by 
means of which, as it appears, f. piompt 
action and considerable saving are insured, 
the method being applicable alike to sheet 
annealing, hollow ware, malleable iron 
and sheet tin or steel—in tho ca«o of tua 
first named tho time being shortened by 
some 50 per cent.—besides other advan- 
tages. In order to secure such results tho 
furnace is mode to consist of four outer 
walls, within which, by the erection of two 
side walls and one end wall, is a second 
iumaco or annealing oven. 
J.IIQ names 


and heated gases from the outer space pass 
through numerous perforations in the two 
side walls into tho middle chamber, and 
after traveling through all this space es- 
cape by bottom flues, furnished with damp- 
ers, to tho chimney stack. 


Only one fire is used, and the pot con- 


taining the articles to be annealed by this 
arrangement subjected to a uniformly dis- 
tributed beat, as the result of which the 
pot does not suffer from undue strains, or 
buckling, and in consequence it lasts a 
longer time. The uniform distribution of 
the boat obtained by this means insures 
annealing iu a shorter tune, and likewise 
causes a reduced consumption of fuel, both 
of which arc important, considerations.— 
New York Sun.

Curious Foundations. 


A novel method of laying foundations in 


gwampy soil was recently employed by an 
American engineer. The building to be 
supported was a low wooden one, which it 
was proposed to use for the storage of ma- 
chinery. Casks were set in holes in the 
ground along the line of posts and were 
filled to the depth of about one foot with 
iron turnings. The posts were placed in 
the casks, which were then filled with iron 
turnings compactly rammed in place. 


A solution of salt and water was slowly 


poured over the turnings, under the action 
of which they solidified into a hard mass. 
The heat of the oxidation of the iron was 
BO great that the posts were charred. This 
also served to act as a preservative, and to 
that extent the iron turnings are probably 
superior to concrete under similar condi- 
tions.—Bailway Review.^
